regarding the source or scheme, the Town 
Council haVe not made up their minds yet ; 
and indeed liuve not made up their minds 
that Cromwell can aflord to borrow money 
for the purpo.sa of any scheme of water- 
supply. ' Lawrence, in tlie particular of 
advisability of borrowing, sets tliem a good 
example. There the Corporation propose 
to borrow £6000 ; and surely Cromwell 
may venture to borrow £2000. But, at 
any rate, we feel justified, in the interests 
of the ratepayers, in finding fault with the 
Council for the extreme apathy they have 
displayed regarding the whole question. 
Whilst matters of trivial importance have 
engrossed an undue share of attention; 
whilst questions the most paltry have been 
discussed time after time, the highest duty 
devolving upon the Council — the duty of 
providing means fer promoting the heultii 
and cleanline.sa and comfort of the citizens 
— has been almost entirely neglected. We 
should have thought that common sense 
and common prudence ■would have sug- 
gested to the minds of our municipal re- 
presentatives the expediency of taking the 
initiatory step to enable them to avail 
themselves at a future time of the powen 
and privileges granted and conferred by 
the Act we have referied to. No scheme 
of waterworks can be legally entered upon 
—no money can be borrowed — no water- 
rate can be enforced — except in conformity 
with the provisions of the new Act ; and 
before the Act can be taken advantage of, 
it must be brought into operation by means 
of a Provincial Council Ordinance. And 
if our local Council further delay a decision 
beyond next Thursday evening, it may 
then be concluded, almost with certainty, 
that the session will pass over withont 
anything being effected towards bringing 
the Act into operation as regards Crora- 
well. What that means, our towns]<eopl8 
need hardly be told : it means a contimi*. 
tion of the present manner of supply at 
least through ti)e whole of next summer, 
and in all likelihood through one or two 
!e.sides. For it is quite unreasonable to 
expect that any imjn-ovrd scheme can be 
undertaken by the Corporation unless they 
borrow money for the ]>urpose ; and to 
borrow is imp:ossible excejJt under tbe 
Act referred to. 

Other subjects there are ; but none of 
pardoiilar importance, or that may’ not be 
dismissed wills a few words sufficing simply 
to keep them in reineinhsance. Ttse Atlie- 
naeufii Endownseist and Racecosii'se Re- 
serves will lie secssred by the bodies under 
whose isrovince tliey come. The nsisia 
road tliiongh Cronswell needs no sliglit 
i-epairiiig ; and tlsis is a matter in regnal 
to which the Ci.rporaiion have already 
gone into communication. A pranf-in-aii| 
for a Hospital is required, and will liardly 
be refused ; and a vote for new jioliee build 
iugs Ls already half-promised. The Curpo 
ration bye-laws are a dead letter waiitiiij 
ratiticiitlon by the Provincial Council ; bit! 
while their provisions affect the liherty-to- 
do-.as-they-])iease of the members of ik 
Municipal Council ro less than that of tlie 
townspeo]jle in general, the ratilicatiou, ,t 
is thought, may well be delayed.

Mr Shepherd said it always gave him great 
pleasure to meet his constituents, and he strove 
to do so upon all necessary and convenient occa- 
sions. — [Here an interruption occurred. The 
Cromwell Br.iss Band, enthusiastically practising 
in view of an approaching concert, gave indica- 
tions from their practice-room adjacent, that 
they were about to begin their lilowiug f ir the 
evening. Mr Shepherd looked not upon this 
opposition with favour ; and sat down, declaring 
he could not speak while those sounds lasted. 
A polite message from the Chairman induced a 
cessation ; the Band gave way ; aud the mem- 
bers thereafter favoured Mr Shepherd with their 
oiiuntenaiiee and andience.]--The speaker con- 
tinued that be had chosen Cromwell in which to 
address his coiistitueuts resident- in this division 
of the district which he had the honour tn repre- 
sent, as being the most central pl.ace ; though he 
was aware that the miners of Carriok Range, 
Bannockburn, and other outlying localities might 
be deterred by the dist-ance from coming to his 
incetiiig. But those of his constituents depended 
upon the Press for a knowledge of his statements 
and explanations. He w.as therefore sorry to see 
no representative of the local p.iper at the table 
near him. However, such a slight was only on 
a par with the manner in which the Aryus had 
always treafe-l him : striving .at all times to 
lessen his influence, and to ridicule and censure 
him upon the slightest pretext. Such a course 
was painful to him. and calculated tn aot pi-eja- 
(lioovlly to the interests of his constituents ; at 
least, it would have the latter of these results, 
if the paper had any influence, w-bich he dented, 
-t hen he hast addressed his constituents in Crom- 
well, he had flecried the injustice of the two- 
penny stamp on receipts anti cheques ; anil pro- 
mised to do his best tow.ards its remittance or 
rediiutinn, which promise he had kept. And the 
result was that he had succeeded in effec'ing a 
retluction to one penny. Last session, Mr V’ogel 
had been furceil to admit that his (Mr >hepherd’s) 
.arguments ag.iiii.d it fliul prophecies of its failure, 
advanced aud made iii the session previous, had 
been correct ami borne out by experience of its 
working. Then he c,-ime to the liaihvay Policy, 
of which he had also spoken to them at their 
last meeting. He was justified in referring to 
this policy a-jain beeause it bad given rise to the 
term “ political railways,” and bec-anse it would 
lie heard of to au enormous extent in the future. 
H e had always been, ami was now, of the opinion 
that railways in none of the Provinces excejit 
(.'anterbury .and Otago would p.ay ; but, although 
he hail iiiilichl that view in the House, of wh.at 
effect was his influence against the influence that 
could always he bronght to hear when a railway 
was asked for, no matter where? The fact w/s, 
that in the sc-amNe to have rail-u-ays put upon 
the sciiednle of the Bill a.s authorised for con- 
struction, he had been impelled to take a part, 
to succeed in h.aviiig justice done to Otago and 
to his cinistitueiits. He had urged niion tlie 
House the necessity of a line to L'roinwell. The 
ordy fellow-member who had snpptorted him was 
, .Sir Francis Dillon P>e11. who entirely bore out the 
figures .and data put foi ward by Mr Shepherd as 
a proof of its payableiicss. That line, however, 
had not been authorised. He had seen a few 
weeks .ago a lea. ling article iu the thomwdl Aryus 
upon the Toknmairiro Tii.apeka line of railway, 
iu which the entire credit of the fact of that line 
being aulhoriseil w s given to Mr J. 0. Brown, 
of Tiia|ieka. He was hardly astonished at so 
mendacinus a statement on the part of tho Aryus, 
for it was customary for that paper to detract 
from the praise due to himself (.Mr Shepherd) in 
every C'.ne-rivahle manner. It was not possible 
to take up an issue of the paper wii hont seeing 
some hurping npun his name, .and .ahvavs with a 
view to his discredit or ridi. u'e. The f.-ict was, 
Mr J. G. Brown of Tuapeka's silent vote w.as 
given to the Stafford party, and was it like'y 
that Mr Vogel’s Government would autlnirise the 
line at Mr ,1. (1. Brown's requc.st ? The crcilit 
on account of that railway was due ; first, tn the 
Railway Committee of l„awrence ; second, to the 
Provincial Cmn cil ; ami lastly and priucijaallv, 
to himself (M r Shcidicrd). Now, what were they 
to tliink of the Vrovncetl Argw.t when it came 
down with a statement which, ns lie had slinw-ii, 
was of sn untruthful a nature? Why, that it 
hahitiiully and cnnlinnally w'.-is seeking tn hide 
the efforts m.ade by Mr Sheiiheni on bch.-ilf of 
his constii Herts. Itut he was proud to be able 
I n say that lie would crin-ge not to the editor of 
the t'ronnci’U Arnus. If he thought his election 
depemU-d upon the dictum of such a jiaper, he 
would not give twopence for a seat in the House 
of lieprcsent-ativcs ; he would not give twopence 
to rejifi-seut the iniiiers of the ’lJunstau district. 
But, lie rejiea cd, lie was imi the man, ami never 
Would be, to criii e tn the editor of an ol senre 
cmnitrvpaiier,— ([,.anglitcr.)— Mr Shepherd ihen 
referred to the pie.-ent .x-pcct of the I ami Ques- 
tion, lies ill that, as S'.nn .is the Council met, 
it was intended to throw open .■jO.fltIO .acres for 
sale under the system of deferrcil puymenta, lie 
believed that at le.ast 10(1.(101) .-icres were reipiir-ed 
at the preocul moment ioc seltleuieiit, hu i the 



difficulties in the way of caiieelling the runhold- 
era’ leases were great, and the people would in 
the meantime have to he oontent with the .')(), (100 
referred to. Of that quantity, he beliei’cil the 
(Jovernment intended to throw open two lilocks 
of 2500 acres each within the Duuatau d.atriet, 
The Waste Lands Bill, as it paaseil the I'riiviu - 1 
cial Council, wuuKl have enabled the Exocaiive 
to take l«ind from runs f t coininotiage yurposua 
without tho consent of the ruuhoUlers ;\nml he 
took the opportunity to state, as an iiu'^uusbioii* 
able fact, that tho now Waste Lands Act as it 
now stands docs not permit Inml t<i be withdrawn 
from a pastoral tenant without his cotiseii^ Of 
the reejuirementsof Uroinwell, Baiinockhui n, and 
Nevis in regard to conimonago, he was fully cjiij'* 
nisant ; anil he regretted that tho wants of those | 
diatricta were still uiisatistied. As yet, ho was 
led to understaud, only one runhohler in this 
neighbourhood (Mr Louglman) h,id agreed to give 
up a blf)ck of 70 acres for coaiiiionage, ami 
th'it only on condibinn that it should be fenced 
off by the Onvemmeiifc. He (Mr Shepherd) would 
continue to advocate tho setting apart of enm- 
mona^e areas on the Gold-fields ; but he strongly 
protested against commonages being overrun with 
sheep, as was the case in tho Wakatip district, 
to the detriment of minerg and others— for whose 
I benefit the commons were intended. He cou«i- 
aelled the people of Grom well, when they should 
succeed In getting land for commonage, to exclude j 
sheep from depasturing upon it, and only to per- j 
init horses and cattle to run within the boun- ‘ 
daiies. The system of selling laud on deferred 
pavments was an aiimirable one ; and he was 
proud to s y that he hail been the first to ailvo- 
cate the introduction of that system in Ota;^o. 
He was aware that aMr J. G. S.’ Grant, of Dun- 
edin, also laid c'aim to the distinction ; Imt while 
willing* t ► give that jjentleniau all the credit that 
might be due to him, he felt convinced that the 
honour was justly due to himself He harl been 
instrumental in reducing the gold duty by six- 
pence an ounce, which would have the effect of 
leaving the njiners of the Colony richer by 
£4U00 this year than they were last year. 
He would never cease to agitate until the 
duty on gold was entirely abolishcil. With re- i 
ference to the baUiiice of parties in the Hous-j last | 
aession, he sfcateil that until a week before the 
ilivishm— when Stafford’s party got into power — 
he had sided with neither pirtv, niit had kept 
himself wholly iii<lepemleiit. The fact w;ia, he 
had no contidenee in either adnunistratum. He 
believed Mr Stafford's policy was to undermine 
the Public VVorks scheme, and considereil such a 
Course wnidd be deuriiiiental to the interests of 
the Gidony. Mr StaH'ord'g Ministry was ousted 
by one vote, and that voto was Mr Shepherd’s. 
The Gobf-fielila Bdl introduced last session was 
prepared by Mr Whitaker, one of tlic ablest law- 
yers in Auckland. It was referred by the House 
lo the Gui.l-Hel-ls ComniitLce, who siwtbat it 
was entirely nnsuiled to the re^piirements of the 
^liddle Jsliiot], and rcportetl accordmglv. The 
result was that the bill was shelveil. After the : 
dose of the scsdinti, the Cohmiiil Executive 
selected three genvlemen to prepare a new Gold- 1 
fields Rill — namely, Mr John Mouat, formerly a! 
Gold-fields representative in the ITovincial j 
Council ; Mr IS. tk Haggitb, Provincial Sulici- 
lot and MmaelF (Mr Shepherd . In fulldnieut 
of that coiumission himacif aud his condjutora 
had lately been oconpied in Dunedin for a whole 
month. The bill w'<mld cousoJi late seven sta- 
tutes which are at present scattered over as 
many blae-lx^oks. It would provide that one 
miners right should !>e applicable to the whn’e 
(Jolniiy. U would provide that the miner’s right 
should nn lunger oonsidtule an element of title, 
hut should only be a source of revenue. It wouM 
proviile fur the issue (>f water- licenses far a Lerm 
not exceeding fifieen years; and for the pavnicnt 
of a rental of not more than ten shillings per 
sliime-he.ul per annum. This wouhl afford hir 
betl.er security of tenure to holders of waticr-raccs 
and other mining properly than was now Htbiiin- 
able ; and would consetpiently tend to enhance 
the value of such property to a large cxteiit. Pro- 
vision was also made fur mining I'cacrves. The 
hill would enable the Govern uent to set aside 
land for the formation of sludgc-cbnnncis ,iiul 
dciio.-iit of tailuigg. It would provide a sinuj’e 
plan of mortgage, to enable the 110110*5 to bor- 
row money cm sc-urlly of w«ter-raoes, at a co.nt 
of live shillings for rogisbratian in the Warden’s 
Court.

Tha plamtiff, a hotelkeeper and trainer of race- 
lioraes, sought to recover the sum of £1.1 16a. 
'from the owner of the race-horse Boomerang, for 
certain expenses incurred in entering the said 
liorse-for various races at Cromwell and Queens- 
town. The matter in dispute was, whether or 
not the defendant gave an expressed or implied 
'Consent to the horse being entered and run at 
the Wakatip Races, held on the 16th and 17th 
January last. The defendant admitted having 
agreed with Taggart that the latter was to feed 
and train the horse for the races at Cromwell, 
the defendant paying entries and (Qualifications 
and the winnings, if any, to be divided between 
owner and trainer. But defendant denied that 
the agreement had any reference to the Queens- 
town Kaoes. When the list of nominations was 
■published, Mr Taggart’s name appeared as owner 
of Boomerang ; but Taggart affirmed that it was 
.a mistake on the part of the Secretary. After 
a tedious hearing, Mr Wilson, on behalf of the 
■plaintiff, asked and obtained permission to have 
the Secretary’s evidence taken at Queenstown j 
'and to allow time for that purpose, the case was 
adjourned for a fortnight, on payment of £3 ex- 
'penses.

A n action to recover £.5. alleged value of a dog 
ahot by defendant on the 11th of last month. 

Mr Allanby, for defendant, pleaded not in- 
"debted. 

The circumstances, as stated in evidence were 
these Plaintiff is one of the Argus employes, 
mnd defendant is a farmer. On Good Friday a 
number of persona went to an island iu the 
“Clutha, about eight miles above Cromwell, for 
the purpose of hunting and shooting wild rab- 
Taits. On the way to the island, plaintiff’s dog 
overtook and followed William Howe, (also an 
•employd at the Arous office), who was one of 
those that joined in the hunt. A solitary sheep, 
■claimed by defendant as his properly, was ruii- 
jiing on the island on that day ; and the defen- 
dant chanced to be there also. The dog cliased 
the sheep, and the latter swam across an arm of 
the river on to the Mount Pisa Run. Seeing the 
-sheep had got away, defendant fired two slnits 
•at the (log and killed it. Plaintiff, on hearing 
that his (log had been shot, wrote to defendant 
■asking him to make reparation ; hut with this 
reipiest the defendant refused complianoe, and 
lienee the present proceedings. 

The plaintiff proved that the dog had been 
•duly registered. He exmtended that the island 
was Government property ; that defendant had 
mo legal riubt to have the sheep depasturing 
-there ; tliat the dog had not injurcl the sheep, 
■and that there was nothing to prevent defendant 
“from recovering the animal had he been so dis- 
iposed. The sheep, he believed, was a stray one, 
mnd it ■was doubtful whether defendant could 
-establish ownership ; but even if the animal did 
■belong to him, it was only worth a few shilli.iga, 
-while the dog was worth £5. 

For the defonoe, Mr Allanby submitted that 
-defendant was quite justiSed, under the pro- 
-I'isinns of the “Injuries by Dogs Act, 1865,” 
'in shooting the dog. 

His Worship said that the defendant happened 
to have the law on his side, and had rather iii- 
’considerately taken advantage of it. The Act 
relied upon for the ilefence was very stringent ; 
and although the Bench sympathised with the 
plaintiff under the circumstances, there was no 
alternative but to dismiss the case. No costs 
would be allowed to defendant. 

[The following is the clause above referred to ; 
— “It shall he lawful for any person who shall 
■•see a dog or dogs being at large biting or attack- 
ing any person or any horse sheep or cattle or 
who shall hira.setf be .attacked by such dog or 
docs to destroy tbo same without being answer- 
able for damage occasioned thereby unless such 
dog or dogs shall at the time be in the immediate 
following of the owner of such dog or dogs or in

The above is an approximate statement of the 
amount of gold-fields revenue derived yearly 
from this place, Tlie figures may be relied 
on as being under the mark, as I have under- 
estimated some of the items, especiatly that 
of gold duty, but the total is something re- 
spectable, and far more than enough to serve 
my purpose. , This sum is derived from 400 
nuliers ; therefore each man pays £3 13s 9d 
of direct taxes. And when it is considered 
further, that we are no mean consumers of 
dutiable and excisable articles, it will surely 
be admitted that we contribute handsomely 
to the revenue, and that we are entitled to 
some consideration at the hands of Govern- 
ment. To one who believes that it is a fixed 
principle with all civilised governments to 
expend a fair portion of revenue iu the dis- 
trict in which it is raised, it must appear that 
we should be able to show some signs of the 
revenue whicli has been raised in this place 
for the ten years during which gold mining 
has been prosecuted on it, having been so 
expended. Such an one would expect to find 
roads, tracks, bridges, or others of those 
works by tbe means of which Governments 
evince that they have a de.sire to deal justly 
by their constituents. But let him come 
here, and be undeceived ; for he will find no 
vestige that can denote that this district is 
under the supervision of any Government 
whatever. Our roads are still such as nature 
made tlieni, our river is still bridgeless ; we 
have no police protection or other legal coii've- 
niences. In short, so far as Government is 
concerned, the only circumstance that assures 
us of its existence is its taxes. We bear all 
the burdens that it imposes on os, but receive 
no benefits from it. So much for Provin- 
cialism. In the foregoing I have alluded to 
the valley of the Nevis, and had almost for- 
gotten that we were biassed with a .Po.st- 
office. But tlien that is a General Govern- 
ment affair. 

I have waited, somewhat impatiently, to 
see if the miners of this district would follow 
the example of their brethren elsewhere in 
expressing an opinion in the matter of the 
Gold-lields management ; but ail my waiting 



manner in which those powers have been 
administered. Let us look at the Provincial 



Council as a Legislative body, and ask what 
it can do for us. Can it make a Mining law 1 
can it make a Land law ? can it reduce the 
duty on gold 1 can it abolish the duty on one 
single article in the whole tariff 1 The an- 
swer to these questions is No. It can only 
recommend that such or such a bill of its 
drafting should be made law. Now, surely 
it is folly to pay a host of Councillors whose 
only use is to recommend. This recommend- 
ing ought to and can be done for one tithe 
of what it costs at present. If we look at the 
Government as an administrative body, let 
us ask — from a gold-fields point of view — how 
the laws confided to it for administration 
have been administered. For instance, How 
has tlie Land law been administered 1 Let 
Moa Flat, Marewhenua, Clyde, Switzers an- 
swer. In these places the interests of the 
miners have been treated as nought. Have 
the Gold-fields had a fair portion of the 
revenue derived from them expended on 
them 7 Onr almost impassable roads and 
bridgeless rivers answer No. Have our 
Hospitals been subsidised or endowed as their 
merits demand that tliey sliouid be 7 No, the 
miner who has toiled to support a horse- 
leech like Government finds, that when 
through disease or accident he is com- 
pelled to to take refuge in one of them, 
he then becomes an object of charity. 
I think that it will be founcl, upon full con- 
sideration, that the Provincial Government 
has done nothing for the Gold-fields that 
could not be done as well and probably better 
by the General Government, No doubt years 
ago, before the introduction of steam postal 
communication and tlie telegraph wire, a 
board of advice was necessary and useful, but 
now that it is as easy to coinimmicate with 
Wellington as it is with Dunedin, snch a 
board is no longer useful. It has outlived its 
usefulness ; it has become a parasite of the 
highest dimensions, sucking the life-binod of 
the Province and harbouring an army of sham 
Councillors and useless officers.

Has our inte- 
rest in the welfare of the land of our adoption 
decreased since then 7 H.as all the public 
spirit we ever possessed died out 7 Or is it 
the tranquillity induced by a plethora of the 
good things of this life — a tranipulUty which 
Oarlyle says is observable in the community 
of dogs — that has cast its enervating spell 
over us, and made us oblivious of the need 
of present reform and blind to the imminence 
of danger in the immediate future 7 What- 
ever it may be, it becomes us now to take Mr 
Donibey’s advice to heart, and make an 
effort ; as tliere can bo no time more oppor- 
tune than the present for expressing an 
opinion anent the Gold-fields management. 
Both hmises of parliament, the Provincial 
Council and the Gener.al Assembly, will soon 
commence tlieir sittings, and a decided opinion 
on the matter in question might bo of use to 
the gold-fields members.

Now, if such an appointment were made, 
where would the Gold-fields be managed 
from, if not from the Centr.il Government i 
Heaven knows that the system of govern- 
ment as it at present exists is complicated 
enough, without having any new intricacies 
added to it to make “ confusion worse con- 
founded.” If I might, without going beyond 
the bounds of modesty, offer a suggestion, I 
would say, — Put the broad issue, Provincial- 
ism or Centralism, before the mining coiii- 
uninity at once ; for I believe that to bo tlio 
real ([Uestion involved. The others, while 
beating about the bu.sh, only tend towards 
it, and in a manner .serve to distr.act onr at- 
tention frem it. Let us not be delayed by 
quibbles, but go to the root of the .affair at 
once.

The Oberon, witli a shipment of salmon ova 
for this Province and Canterbury, arrived at 
the Heads on Thnrs lay, and a tug proceeded 
down from the Port to tow her in. Experi- 
ments for the introduction of salmon into 
the Province, conducted some ye,xrs since 
coat the Government about £6000, and rei 
suited in failure. It will be a great pity if a 
similar fate awaits the present one, although 
it really seems ve^ probable that such will 
be the cise, for it is now some 112 days since | 
the ova which the Oberon brings were taken 
from the parent fish, a period of time wliich 
is generally considered sufficient to destroy 
any great hopes of success in experiments of 
this nature. Everything has been in perfect 
readiness here for some time, in order tint 
every chance might be given the ova on ar- 
rival, and we can only hope tliat our South- 
land friends will be successful in hatchino a 
percentage of the ova sufficient to warrant 
hopes of the acclimatisation of tlie sahium in 
onr waters. 

Two of Messrs Patrick Henderson and 
Co.’s favourite clippers— the Wild Deer and 
William Davie — also arrived tlie same dav.

WARDEN’S REPORT. 

' • 

Tlie following is the report of Mr Warden 
Simpaon for the quarter ending March 31 ; — 

“ I have the honour to hand you the sta- 
tistical retimiB for the quarter ending 31st 
jlareh, 1873. The comparison with those of 
the previous quarter is not favourable : tlie 
rnld escorted, the great criterion of the actual 
pnisperity of a minii^ district, being little 
inure than half that of the previous quarter, 
^he chief reason is the continued dry woa- 
her. During the past four months, there 
iis not been forty-eight hours’ rain. The 
rests are now setting in, and I fear the effects 
itill be still more prejudicial, not only to the 
mining but the pastoral interest also. • Al- 
ready stock, particularly on the commons, 
begin to fall off. This is partly, perhaps, to 
be attributed to the want of proper regula- 
tions : first, as to who shonld run stuck ; and 
second, the quantity each person so entitled 
oiiglit to run. The only part of this district 
tbsthas benefited from the dry season is the 
}fevis, and from it the yield of gold has been 
rtwter than for many previous years. Its 
sititude is the ctiplanation of that. In the 
alluvial workings, which consist almost en- 
tirely of ground-sluicing, water as the main 
agent cannot bo dispensed with, altliough 
luechamcal means might be nmre resorted to 
for raising it from permanent sources. But 

I iiu astonished that in a dry district like 

this, steam is mit more used in the quartz 
and other workings. Many of the reefs are 
undoubtedly payable, botli at Carrick and 
Bendigo ; but it requires t» be a very rich 
nJ extensive reef that will admit to be aus- 
jended from work for six months out of the 
tmelve. I have no doubt that even at Ben- 
digo, where fuel is not very convenient, steaiii 
itouW pav, particularly in the case of tlie 
Bendigo [i Cromwell] Company. . . , 

One good sign of the district is the fact 
tint the unfavourable season has not sensibly 
diminished the population, notwitlistanding 
he absence of that great adjunct to a mining

ilieir energy, as witness the efforts that are 
being made to overcome the want of a natu- 
ril water supply, in bringing in to the Crom- 
well district the Garrick water race ; to the

[lie total of not less than £20,000. All are 
wiisidered good spoculatious, — particularly 
lb« two first-mentioned. 

The river Molyneux having fallen to a very
